Tobacco Production. 

India, second only to tills country in 
the production of tobacco, consumes 
most of Its own product and Imports 
very little. Itussia Is tlilrd and raises 
Iiinetlonlly all lier supply. Importing 
and export lug only a small quantity. 
Austria-Hungary is the fourth produc- 
ing country, importing more than a 
fourth as much as it raises and exports 
one-eighth of its own crop. Germany 
is an extensive grower of tobacco, hut 
Imports two and a half times as much 
as It cultivates and dims not export 
any. France raises considerable tobac- 
co under government supervision und 
imports great quantities of the milder , 
Virginia tobaccos to keep up the* quali- 
ty of tin* cigarettes and other products 
made under tin* state monopoly. Both 
France and Spain keep buyers in this 
market.

SIGNS OF RAIN. 

Simple Thing* That Tell Us Wh»« ■ 
Storm Is Brewing. 

On the subject of predicting rnln, lied 
lln I ..v title nnrtf In the Woman's Home 
Companion wrlt»*« In part as follows: 

“There arc plenty of soundly sden 
title weather signs that me right Is* 

I fore our eyes and vouched f**r by the 
best meteorologists. For Instance, the 
‘ring around the moon,' which Is pro 
dueod by a thin, filmy doml made up 
of minute particles of ice a state of 
tilings not built to last. Either sonic 
unlooked for commotion will put a stop 
to It lii a different manner, or ll will 
pour 'cats and dogs' within three days 
at most. In eighty -six cases out of n 
hundred the rule holds good. A still 
ln-tter sign is the 'ring around the sun.' 

"This is seietiee, pure and simple, and 
so Is the old maxim: 'Tin* farther the 
sight the nearer the rain.' ll Is not 
pessimism that makes i»eople along the 
coast predict a downixnir when they 
can pick out the separate houses on a 
faraway island, or ivople in mountain- 
ous regions call it 'too good to last,' 
when a distant |H.*nk, generally Invisi- 
ble. comes Into view. They are shrewd 
meteorologists In making these pro 
dictions, and also in declaring t lint 
sounds curry l>otter when a rainstorm 
is brewing. 

"Of all nice, convincing weather 
signs, however, a ‘sickening sky' is 
pretty nearly the most reliable. When 
the deep warm blue grows paler, and 
then whitish, and your spirits drop, and 
shadows fray at the edges and dlsajs- 
ivur. then you have a sickening sky. 
Lain is not being brought up ready- 
made from afar, it is Ixdng manufac- 
tured directly overhead. 

"The color of the sky, then, is a fair- 
ly trustworthy sign In and of Itself, 
and so is the color of the clouds. In- 
tensely white clouds against an In- 
tensely blue sky mean bright weather 
ahead. Grayish clouds on a lightish 
blue foretell rain." 

A FAMOUS SUBMARINE. 

In Its Day Lo Diablo Marin Was Con- 
sidered a Marvel. 

Ia* Liable Marin it lie Son l>ovll) was 
one of tbe most famous of the nine- 
teenth century submarines. It was 
tin* Invention of Wilhelm Bauer, who 
launched it in 183(1. 

This vessel was built of iron. She 
was fifty-two l’eet long, twelve feet 
wide and eleven feet deep and shaped 
somewhat like a dolphin. Her sides 
were six-tenths of mi Inch thick and 
could resist the pressure of a 150 foot 
column of water. 

The motive power was provided by 
a screw, which was operated by a 
treadmill, and tin* up or down motjon 
was achieved by shifting water in lon- 
gitudinal tanks by menus of pistons. 

At the bow was a bomb *>r torpedo 
containing fifty pounds of powder, anil 
jteur It wore two heavy India rubber 
gloves, by means of which a man in- 
| side tin* v^;scl could reach out and 
i fasten tin* ii'.imb to the bottom or side* 
of a ship. To purify the air Bauer ar- 
ranged long pipes, which were quite 
effective in revivifying the stale air 
for a short time. 

The Russian government supplied 
him with a crew of eighteen men, who 
were to make a trial trip with him, 
but on Ids tlrst descent they were so 
alarmed as to lie useless, and when 
the Diablo Marin rose again to the sur- 
face they cried, "Bruise ho to God!” 

When Ids men wore more uecustom- 
j ed to the work Bauer executed many 
] wonderful maneuvers and on one occa- 
sion staved under water while he 
wrote letters to Ids mother. King Max- 
imilian of Bavaria and tin* Grand Duke 
Constantine. Boston Glolx*.

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TELLS STORY OF SHOOTING. 

William Green, Midget Street Car Con* 
ductor Gives Exciting Tale of Catch- 
ing Bandits at Hingham Last Friday. 

" I guess people won't forget what 
chief James diil last Friday for one 
lone time " Tints remarked Wllllntu 
Green, the midget eonductor on the 
local street car division, when inter- 
viewed by a Gazette reporter the lirst 
of the week. Although "Hilly" has 
been pretty nearly "interviewed out,” 
as he sitid. he readily gave our corre- 
spondent his story of how he, with 
Charlie I’ratt, released Chief James 
from the cell in the Hingham Police 
station last Friday morning, and then 
started in pursuit of the bandits in Or.

Every effort possible is being made hy 
the Secretary of State to reduce the 
wasted ballots at the primary election, or 
rather nominations, to the lowest possible 
limit, but it is expected to be large. 

Town and city clerks have been m- 
structcd to make returns to the Secre- 
tary's office of the number of ballots made 
void by erroneous marking. 

•• The law provides,” says a statement 
from the Secretay’s office, “that ‘if a 
voter marks hi- ballot for candidates of 
more than one political party, the ballott 
shall he set aside and not counted.' 

“On the day of the primary, on opening 
the ballot, the voter will he confronted 
with three distinct ballots, Republican, 
Progressive and Democratic. The voter 
may mark only under one head. Should 
lie make a single mark on more than otie 
party ballot, the entire ballot will he 
thrown out and not counted It is be- 
lieved that a very large number of voter- 
will lose their votes in this way. 

“The voters are warned to he careful 
in folding their ballots after marking, 
they beiug so large that, wrongly folded, 
they will not go into the ballot box.”

This free service Is not now, nor Is 
it for one week only, but Lighting 
Week is believed to be a good time to 
bring it more forcibly to tbe attention

The gas company is desirous that 
ev< ry gas light fit this locality shall 
be always in good condition, because 
if it is not. it "ill not be used to the 
maximum extent, nor will the owner 
fed so kindly toward gas as he ought, 
all of which would mean a loss to the 
company. Therefore when the offer is 
made to clean and adjust ligliis free of 
charge it is not a ease of giving some- 
thing for nothing, but merely a good 
business move which in the end makes 
money for the gas company. 

'Eli is form of service applies to all 
lights in residences and is thus some- 
what different front the service given 
to the stores ami factories, where for 
a small payment each month the com- 
pany sends men at regular intervals 
to overhaul and adjust the lights, sup- 
ply now mantles and broken glass- 
ware and make other needed repairs. 

In the ease of service to residences, 
which is known as request mainten- 
ance no charge is made unless new 
parts are required, in which ease tin- 
parts only are charged lor at the regu- 
lar retail prices and the time of the 
men who do the work is free. 

Many persons have hestiatod to 
avail tln iaselves of this gas company 
service, perhaps from modesty or un 
certainty. Tin gas company wishes it 
known, however, that there is no 
string to its offer, hut that the calls of 
representatives to inspect and adjust 
appliances are absolutely free and that 
if any new parts are needed the rep- 
resentative will give an estimate of 
the cost and " ill await the consumer's 
decision as to whether the work shall 
he done. 

With these facts kept clearly in 
mind, it is hoped that the consumers 
during Lighting Week, will notify tie- 
company if their gas lights are in need 
of attention, but with the understand 
ing that at any time in the year this 
same service is available. 

In some cases a gas light does not 
burn properly, because a little dirt in 
the burner interferes with the proper 
How of gas In other eases the burner 
has become carbonized and the same 
result, is found. Again there may be 
some slight fault in (he adjustment 
which interferes with securing a good 
light 

To one unfamiliar with the gas light 
these troubles may seem diftieult to 
overcome, hut to the trained em- 
ployees of the company it is only a 
question of a few mnutes to s- t every- 
thing in order and insure perfect 
illumination in the home.

Next week will be National GAP 
Lighting week. Prom Monday, Sep- 
tember _’7 to Saturday, October U 
For months* the gas people have 
been getting ready for Lighting Week 
It i.- felt by the leaders of the Industry 
that enough really big. revolutioniz- 
ing things have happened in their 
world in the past few years to war- 
rant the setting apart of a week for 
telling t lie public about them. Praeti- 
cally unknown even to many who have 
used gas all their lives, there are yet 
wonderful new ways of lighting, new 
types of lights, new methods of con- 
trol — all of them t lie result of the re- 
cent work of the man in the labora- 
tory, and all of them full of interest to 
the man on the street. 

If you should happen into the o Hires 
of tii»‘ local company next week, you 
would get a glimpse of some of the 
devices which get such transforming 
effects from the ordinary gas you are 
wont to see burning in an open flame 
from an ordinary tip; mantles not 
much larger than the tip of your 
thumb, giving out a light that reaches 
to every corner of the room; the great, 
luminous howls of the semi-indirect 
system diffus'ng their soft and very 
perfect light: exact and easy systems 
of control, masterpieces ot their kind; 
and everywhere you would notice the 
elimination of chimneys, gauzes and 
stacks — the triumph of simplicity. 

This was a tiiumph won only after 
long and almost heart-breaking strug- 
gles. in a little New Jersey Labora- 
tory, Howard Lyon, one of the leading 
experimenters in gas, set to work to 
devise a better gas light than any 
then known. He worked for several 
years, and at the end of that time lie 
had a tube, not so long as a pencil and 
tapering curiously in the middle, and 
a mantle the size of a thimble. That 
doesn't sound impressive, hut Dr. Lyon 
hud what lie went after, and his ease j 
is typical of the labors of his follow 
scientists of the gas industry all over 
tlie country. Tlie> worked to cut j 
down, to eliminate, to simplify, and I 
they made a tremendous scrap-heap. 
But they got what they were after. 

There was a long period in the his- 
tory of gas lighting when the scien- 
tists believed that for purposes of | 
illumination the art was well-nigh 
perfected. That was the time when 
open flame burners were regarded as 
next to miraculous, and elaborate fix- 
tures were devised to sefoff the gar- 
ish yellow blaze. 

This was just after gas began really | 
to lie used for lighting. It had been ] 
known to exist as early as the seven- i 
teenth century, when the Belgian i 
chemist Van Helmont coined the 
words "gas" because it appeared to lie I 
a “guest," the Dutch word for ghost. | 
However, lie paid the penalty for talk- 
ing about gliosis, for his superstitious 
neighbors hounded him into obscurity. 
At first the seventeenth century public 
was afraid of the new "geest." To j 
the popular mind the burning of a gas ! 
jet was a strange phenomenon, l’eo- j 
pie t bought that gas pipes were iilled I 
with tire and that the jets were only \ 
openings through which the (tames ! 
escaped. They would touch the pipes 
fearfully, expecting to find them hot. 
Wlicti tin early installations were! 
made, the pipe-layers actually had to 
set tlie pipes several feet from the I 
wall for fear it would burn' 

(las lighting was really launched on | 
its career in Knglund in lKln. by a 
man named Winsor. However, not mi- 
| til 1 ssi'i did the modern scientist be- 
come dissatisfied with the crude open i 
llame, and set about to transform it 
into a tiling of convenience and beauty. 
First, by means of the now famous 
Bunsen burner, the spreading flame 
was concentrated into a small space . 
then rare earths, reduced to a fluid 
form, were made into mantles to sur- 
round tliis Maine, increasing (lie liglit 
twenty-fold. It is for the scientific 
descendants of these very mantles that 
millions of dollars are spent today : 
and it is by them that over 75,mio,iinii,- 
oon cubic feet of gas are burned in this 
country every year 

Then came a burner in which gas 
I was sent through a small tube at high 
velocity, sucking the needed air with 
it; and oil the heels of this came the 
J inverted type ol incandescent gas 
mantle, the forerunner of tlie best in 
' modern lighting

STYLES IN HAIR DRESSING H. 


Castle Coiffure Is at Present Enjoying 
a Quite Unusual Amount of 
Popularity. 

To produce the Castle hob coiffure, 
which is so popular among young 
girls, the hair may be drawn back 
loosely from the forehead and dressed 
low in the neck.
